This  was  their  only 
connection  with  Martin's  treasonable  pos- 
tal practices.

Burnsidc  has,  however  come  to  their  re- 
lief to-day  in  a  general  order,  in  which  he 
says,  all  slaves  made  free  by  the  war 
measures  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  Congress  or  by  capture  during 
the  war,  are  entitled  to  their  freedom, 
and  no  one  in  the  Department  has  a  right 
to  interfere  with  that  freedom.  Any  sale 
of  such  persons  in  this  District  is  void. 
The  rights  of  citizens  must  be  respected 
by  the  army,  and  the  war  measures  of 
the  Government  must  be  sustained.  3d, 
Ar.y  persons  wilfully  violating  this  or- 
der will  be  at  once  arrested  and  reported 
to  the  headquarters  of  General  Doyle  at 
Louisville  for  trial.  Regulations  to  pre- 
vent confusion  and  injustice  in  the  execu- 
tion of  orders,  will  soon  be  published  by 
command  of  Major-General  Bumside.

The  correspondent  ol  the  l>euioviat 
with  Gen.  Van  Dever's  coinmaiul,  says 
at  about  10  o'clock  Sunday  night  a  rebel 
regiment  under  Col.  Newton,  the  advance 
gu.ird  of  Marmaduke's  army,  which  was 
then  retreatiii^r  froinCupe  (iinirdeaii,  was 
surprised  three  miles  west  oi  tJackson, 
whilecooking  sujiper  and  loitering  around 
their  camp  fires.  Two  small  howitzers, 
loaded  with  musket  balls,  and  hauled  by 
hand  within  thirty  yards  of  them  were 
simultaneously  discharged,  killing  and 
wounding  a  large  number.  At  the  same 
time  the  first  Iowa  cavalry  charged  them, 
aud  not  a  man  of  the  entire  regiment  it  is 
supposed  escaped.  All  who  were  not 
killed  were  taken  prisoners.  All  their 
horses,  camp  eciuipage,  and  several  thou- 
sand dollars  worth  of  stolen  plunder  were 
captured. 

Early  the  next  morning  (ien.  Van  De- 
ver advanced  and  saw  the  main  body 
of  the  enemy  iu  full  retreat.  He  imme- 
diately followed,  keeping  up  a  constant 
artillery  lire  on  their  rear  at  2  o'clock. 
Gen.  McNeil  joined  Gen.  Van  Dever, 
and  the  combined  forces  continued  the 
pursuit.  Firing  was  heard  all  the  after- 
noon, and  it  is  scarcely  possible  the  reb- 
els can  escape  with  their  booty.  Gen. 
Mamaduke's  command  consists  of  IVIis- 
sourians,  Arkansians  and  Texans.  Tliey 
left  Powhattan,  Ark.,  on  the  loth,  osten- 
sibly to  occupy  Pilot  Knob  and  Cape 
Girardeau  as  a  base  of  operations  for  a 
projected  expedition  under  Gen.  Price, 
this  summer,  but  really  for  plunder. 

The  force  was  composed  of  four  brig- 
ades under  Gen.  Shelby  aud  Cols.  Bur- 
bridge  and  Green,  They  had  10  pieces 
of  artillery.  The  1st  Nebraska  infantry, 
under  Col.  Baumer,  did  most  of  the 
fighting  in  the  rebel  attack  on  Cape  Gi- 
ranleau,  and  behaved  with  great  gallan- 
try. They  were  i>ostcd  in  the  woods 
about  a  mile  from  town  and  kept  Marma- 
duke's  whole  force  in  check  while  the  guns 
firom  the  forts  played  upon  them,  doing 
considerable  execution.  The  rebel  bat- 
teries did  no  injury  to  the  town.  The 
enemy's  loss  is  about  CO  killed  and  liO 
wounded.

spread  distress  might  have  been  produced  ' 
by  the  govern  men  I'.o  tailure  to  pay  the 
army,  had  it  not  been  tor  the  munilicent 
cJurities  ot'  corporations  and  individuals, 
who  made  up  to  the  destitute  lamilio  ol 
soldiers  a  part  ot  their  sustenance. 

But  the  energ}-  ot  the  (iovernmeiit.  in 
n'deeming  itsilt  from  reproach  on  this 
account,  has  made  all  the  amends  possi- 
ble for  former  -iiortcomings.  It  is  a 
proud  fact  to  record  that  it  now  owes  its 
brave  soldiers  nothing  lor  past  ^er\ices. 
except,  ot  course,  admiration,  gratitude 
and  praise  ;  and  that  it  is  able  to  respond 
to  its  obligations  to  the  army  on  every 
future  pay  day.  T'his  will  greatly  relieve 
the  generous  and  patriotic  citizens  who 
have  labored  so  long  and  ciHciently  in 
providing  for  the  families  of  soldiers'. 

There  is  one  fact  in  connection  with 
this  matter  that  is  worth  noting  and  re- 
membering. There  wen-  for  a  time  very 
discouraging  reports  made  ot  the  temper 
ot  the  army.  There  was  murmuring  in 
camp,  and  a  leeling  of  discontent  was  be- 
lieved to  prevail.  Since  the  (Jovernment 
eomuienced  paying  the  troops,  a  better 
feeling  has  been  growing  up.  And  it  is 
believed  the  spirits  of  the  troops  have 
risen  just  in  proportion  to  the  iaithful 
payment  ot  their  wages.  Now  tltev  are 
all  paid,  they  are  everywhere  .-^atistieil 
and  enthusia^tic.  We  trust  that  hereaf- 
ter there  may  be  nothing  allowed  to  come

1,  isd:*..  —  llcitr  ISir:  On  my 
return  home  i  find,  to  my  astonishment, 
that  cotton  is  selling  in  this  market  at  l"_'A 
cents.  As  I  have  tolil  yuu  befoe.  it 
nearlv  takes  1.^  jiounds  of  cotton  to  make 
a  pound  ot  pajier.  This  will  run  paper 
u]i  to  7.'>  rents  or  si  per  pound.  .\s  I 
pivsmne  the  press  cannot  alloril  to  p.ay 
these  prices,  and  as  rags  an-  now  not  to 
be  had,  and  we  are  lon-ed  to  depind 
exclusively  on  the  use  of  raw  cotton,  wo 
shall  be  oltliged  to  di>continne  business 
and  close  our  mill  until  :if'ter  the  war.  1 
am  reaily  to  hear  any  suggestion  that  the 
press  are  ready  to  make  under  thest-  cir- 
cumstances. We  are  ready  and  willing 
to  do  all  that  we  car.  lor  tiie  press,  but 
we  cannot  regulate  the  price  <>f  eutton.

Mr.  Memminger  a  few  davs  ago  sent  a 
communication  to  the  rebel  (  ongress,  in 
which  he  informs  that  body  that  the  es- 
timated expenses  oi  carrying  on  tbe  re- 
bellion for  the  six  months  enilini;  Decern- 
ber  31st,  18<j3,  the  last  si.x  months  of  the 
present  year,  will  be,  according  to  prices 
ruling  in  the  South,  fifty  millions  of  dol- 
lars per  month ! 

What  a  little  drop  ui  the  bucket  of  reb- 
el outlay  is  the  paltry  sum  of  fifteen  mil- 
lions just  borrowed  abroad!  Ffty  mil- 
lions per  month  is  a  frightful  debt  to  be 
contracted  by  a  people  which  numbered 
mt  the  beginning  of  the  rebellion  only  five 
millions ;  and  whose  tax  paying  popula- 
tion is  almost  entirely  under  arms.  But 
after  all,  with  a  rcpudiator  as  President, 
and  with  men  at  the  bead  of  aflairs  whose

— The  new  internal  revenue  stamp  in- 
vented by  Commissioner  Lewis,  and 
probably  to  be  adopted  in  place  of  those 
now  in  use.  will  have  a  border  around 
the  vignette,  on  which  are  to  be  printed, 
at  the  top,  figures  representing  three  or 
for  years,  as  '0.3,  '64,  '65,  and  on  the 
sides  and  bottom  the  names  of  the  months 
and  figures  for  the  days,  from  1  to  30. 
The  method  of  cancellation  will  be  to  cut 
out  with  a  knife  before  aflixing  a  stamp, 
the  whole  border,  except  the  letters  and 
figures  representing  the  date  at  which  the 
instrument  is  issued.  This  will  of  course 
render  the  use  of  a  stamp  twice  impossi- 
ble. Stamps  of  a  similar  character  have 
been  suggested  for  postage.  The  frauds 
upon  the  Treasury,  under  the  present 
system  of  Bevenue  stamps  are  very  great,

Ten  of  these 
noiseless  shapes  rev'aled  themselves  and 
disappeared,  and  then  we  knew  that  all 
the  actors  in  th<'  plav  had  given  us  the 
first  scene  of  the  first  act. 

Three-quarters  of  an  hour  pa.ssed ; 
people  heard  nothing,  save  their  own 
suppressed  breathin^:s  ;  saw  nothing,  save 
a  long  low  bank  of  darkness,  which,  like 
a  black  fog,  walled  the  view  below,  and 
joined  the  sky  and  river  in  the  direction 
of  Vicksburg.  .Vnd  all  watched  this  gath- 
ering of  darkness,  for  in  it  we  knew  were 
thunderings,  and  lightnings,  and  volca- 
noes, which  at  any  instant  might  light  up 
tlie  night  with  fierce  irruptions. 

So  long  a  time  ]>asseU  without  any- 
thing occurring,  that  people  began  to  be- 
lieve that  the  rebels  had  determined,  for 
some  malevolent  purpose,  to  allow  the 
Hect  to  pass  below  without  obstruction  ; 
some  men  offered  b*  ts  to  back  such  opin- 
ions. However,  tiiis  supposition  was 
hardly  broached  ere  it  was  contradicted 
most  emphatically.  At  just  a  quarter 
before  eleven,  two  bright,  sharp  lines  of 
flame  flashed  throu  'h  the  darkness,  at 
the  extreme  right  ol  the  Vicksburg  bat- 
teries ;  and.  in  an  instant,  the  whole 
length  of  the  bluffs  was  a  blaze  with  fire.

A  great  cloud  of  smoke  rolled  heavily 
over  the  gunboats,  and  in  this  the  three 
transports  entered  and  made  their  "best 
time"  down  the  river .  The  Forest  Queen, 
which  was  in  the  ad\  ance,  received  a  shot 
in  the  hull,  and  nnother  through  the 
steam-drum,  which  disabled  her  instantly. 
The  Henry  Clay,  thut  came  next,  stopped 
to  prevent  her  running  into  thi  other,  and 
at  the  same  moment  was  struck  by  a  shell 
that  set  ber  cotton  on  fire.  The  crew, 
demoralized  by  tbe  .-toppagcand  terrified 
by  the  fire,  ran  aimjeas  around  for  a  few

Hon<'sty  seems  to  be  as  scarce  as  gold 

in  the  South.     The    Courier  .^ays  : 

"We  notice  in  exchanges  and  receive 
from  travellers  frequent  reports  of  rob- 
beries at  hotels  and  railroad  stations. 
Travellers  and  guests  cannot  be  too 
careful  as  towhercthey  leave  hats,  cloaks, 
canes,  v.alise.>*,  «!ii:c.,  and  landlords,  con- 
ductors, and  others  concerned,  should 
call  in  .and  aid  the  police  at  all  proper  oc- 
casions." 

There  are,  according  to  a  stateiNcnt  in 
the  Courier,  only  six  bags  ol  guano  in  the 
whole  South. 

The  following  notice  foreshadows  im- 
portant movements  of  the  enemy  : 

"In  view  of  important  work  contem- 
plated during  the  month  of  May,  I  am  in- 
structwl  by  his  Excellency  Gov.

The 
Confederate  authorities  have  undertaken 
to  have  such  utensils  returned.  <  )wners 
will  also  furnish  their  luands  with  three 
days'  rations,  for  which  commutation  will 
be  alloweil.''

In  some  manner  which  yet  remains  to 
be  explained,  a  y.inng  woman,  about  IM 
years  al  age,  arrivcil  at  Cairo  several 
days  a;.o,  with  the  14tli  Iowa,  dressed  in 
.soldiei'ifl  uniform,  and  serving  Captain 
Crane,  ol  Company  H,  in  the  capacity  of 
servant.  .*^lie  deported  herself  as  a  male, 
attended  theatre,  and  answered  as 
promptly  to  the  sobriquet  of  Charley  as 
if  it  were  really  her  name.  On  Saturda\ 
she  attended  the  theatre,  and  took  a  seat 
among  her  fellow-soldiers,  but  her  dis- 
guise could  not  conceal  her  sex  from  the 
scarehinji  eve  of  the  Provost  Mar.<hal. 
Her  feminine  form  and  womanly  w.ays 
were  such,  in  his  estimation,  as  the  stern- 
er sex  never  wore  or  employed,  ami 
straighlw.ay  he  caused  her  to  be  arn^sted. 
Capt.  Crane  .saved  her  from  incarcera- 
tion in  the  guard-house,  by  promising 
that  she  should  adopt  proper  .apparel  and 
be  herself  again.  The  secret  leaked  out, 
and,  during  Sunday,  the  boys  in  camp 
became  deeply  interested.  They  gather- 
ed about  the  Captain's  ipiarlers  to  see 
her,  and  to  exchange  conjectures,  and 
learii,  if  possible,  the  wherefores  coii- 
iieeted  with  the  presence  ol  their  remark- 
able comi»anion.  Tlie  Colonel,  receiving 
an  intimation  of  the  affair,  at  once  de- 
termined to  investigate  it,  and  dispatched 
his  Ailjutant  to  push  suitable  impiiries. 
The  woman,  discovering  that  her  secret 
was  out,  and  that  her  presence  in  such  a 
garb  w:is  the  theme  for  a  thousand 
tongues.  dotormiiieiHo  put  an  end  to  her 
own  existen«'e,ani5''Pt  immediately.  Ac- 
cordinly  she  took  up  the  Captain's  revolv- 
er, sti'iied  from  his  room,  and  placing  the 
muzzle  to  her  heart,  fired,  and  fell  a 
corpse  upon  the  open  parade  ground, 
without  a  groan  or  an  exclamation.  The 
ball  entered  the  breast  between  the  fourth 
anil  fifth  ribs,  passeil  through  the  body, 
ami  lodged  under  the  skin  close  to  the 
right  side  of  the  spine,  where  it  was  found 
by  the  surgeon  who  lu:ld  the  jmst  mortem 
examination. 

Coroner  Corcoran  held  the  inquest,  but 
i-ould  learn  nothing  respecting  the  young 
woman's  name,  family,  or  singular  con- 
duct.

Col.  Malcolm,  one  of  the  employees  of 
the  American  Fur  Company,  has  just 
arrived  here  in  a  Mackinac  boat,  from 
the  gold  mines  of  the  I'pper  Missouri, 
•J.2IM)  miles  by  river,  and  1,500  by  land 
above  this  pLace. 

The  party  brings  three  hundred  pounds 
in  gold  dust.  They  say  that  miners  made 
live  dollars  a  day  the  past  winter,  and 
had  to  use  hot  water  to  wash  their  gold. 
They  report  (>,<.»<H.)  persons  already  in  the 
mines. 

The  first  boat  of  the  season — the  Isa- 
bella— arrived  here  a  few  days  since, 
laden  with  government  stores  lor  (ion. 
Cook's  command.  She  retiime<l  imme- 
diately after  discharging  for  another  load. 
The  steamer  Robert  Campbell  is  a  few 
miles  below,  also  loaded  with  Quarter- 
master and  Onlnance  stores.  This  be- 
gins to  look  something  like  active  opera- 
tions against  the  hostile  reil-skins,  who 
have  been  so  long  sufTercd  to  go  "  un- 
whipped  of  justice."' 

The  Indians  have  already  commenced 
to  divide  up  into  small  parties  for  guer- 
rilla warfare,  and  it  is  verj-  doubtful 
wh(  tlier  Gen.  Cook  will  be  able  to  catch 
them  aftor  ho  gets  into  their  country.  It

A  number  of  houies  near  by  were  sa>ed  only 
by  the  gr«at<>*t  exertions,  the  dwelliup  of  Henry 
i>ow  probably  having  the  mojil  narrow  esope. 
At  times  the  residences  of  Mr.  Libby,  Sidney 
Shaw,  ahd  ;cven  of  Mrs.  Howe,  under  the  hill^ 
were  on  tire,  but  by  keepiup  a  close  watch  it  was 
kept  under  control.  Gles-ner's  f.irnitun-  -tore 
also  took  fire,  and  *i>arks  were  blowu  over  to  tte 
Island,  igniting  some  shaving-  and  imreriling 
the  buildings  in  that  neighborhood. 

The  origin  of  the  lire  seem*  to  he  uncertain, 
some  saying  that  ir  originated  from  a  pile  of  chips 
that  had  been  burned  in  the  yard  of  Mr.  Lawrence 
ou  the  day  previous  :  and  others,  that  it  was  from 
a  chimnev  spark  being  carried  to  tlie  barn.  Ihere 
iv  however,  no  positive  authority  for  eitiier  the- 
ory. 

rh*>  flames  spread  very  rapidly,  and  in  tweaty 
minutes  from  tlie  time  the  alarm  was  given,  the 
residetices  of  M«ssr*.  Lawrence  and  Stiles  were 
on  tire,  and  within  two  hours  the  entire  aumbiT 
of  building*  were  burned  to  the  giound. 

Of  the  sufferers  by  this  calamity.  Samuel  Law- 
reuce  is  th«  heaviest.  Mis  dwelling  was  a  iwo- 
storv  fran»e  building. -'■ix I-',  and  in  addition,  there 
was  quite  a  Urce  wing  one  story  in  height- 
Nearly  all  the  furniture  was  saved,  but  as  usual 
in  such  cases,  it  was  badly  damaged  .by  reiuoval. 
The  house  Is  estimated  to  have  b^n  worth  SJ,- 
.■-.i«o  upon  which  there  was  an  insurance  of  ^■'"'O. 
His  baru,  where  the  tire  commenced,  was  valued 
at  $iM,  upon  which  there  was  noinsurauce.  This 
makes  hH^  total  loss  ^v:,l">". 

Ihc  dwMliug  of  Amos  Stiles  was  a  story  and 
a  half  frame,  with  a  large  one-story  wing,  the 
main  jiart  of  the  house  l>eing  about  .'iX^. 
His  furniture  was  all  saved,  but  much  injured. 
Ihe  building  was  worth  *1,'h.«i,  and  was  insured 
for  SfH).  Tlie  furniture  was  iusurid  to  the 
•mount  of  $100.  The  v:Jue  of  the  baru.  owned 
by  Mr.  Stiles,  was  about  e-iual  to  that  of  Mr. 
Ijiwrence,  #1  jo,  and  upon  this  there  was  no  in- 
surance. 

Sidney  Shaw  lost  a  barn  and  carriage  house  of 
cousid.'rable  value.  I  pon  the  barn  there  was 
an  insurance  of  :?y<),  and  uikju  its  contents  i:o. 
Th«re  was  .juite  a  .,uantityof  hay,  grain,  &c.,  in 
thj  l>arii,  and  Mr.  >haw  estimate,  his  loss,  over 
the  amount  insured,  at  j'4>»'. 

B.  K.  Hildreth  ha  1  vacated  the  premises,  the 
day  previous.upon  which  the  fourth  and  last  barn 
was  burned.  It  was  owned  by  Kichard  Martin  o( 
Minneap<Jlis,  ami  is  said  to  have  been  of  about 
the  saiue  value  as  Mr.  Shaws.  Ihere  were  elev- 
en  goverumeut  horsf  s  in  the  barn  at  the  time 
but  they  were  all  saved, 

Mr.  Martin  had  but  recently  come  into  posses- 
sion of  the  proiH-rty.  and  on  that  very  afternoon 
had  visited  it  iucompiuy  with  au  insurance  agent. 
Theaiiiouiit  ofiusurauce  had  beeuaprei-dupouand 
as  they  were  driving  down  the  hill  on  their  re- 
turn to  the  agents  office,  for  the  purpo<e  of  ex 
ecutlug  a  policy,  the  aUrm  of  tire  was  given.

CoBse.|u«ntly  we  may  ex|)ect 
tlounces  to  be  discarded,  skirts,  arms  and  waists 
to  be  ornameuted,  and  '-pork  pie"  hats,  which 
are  said  to  look  "like  a  small  cheese  with  a  feath- 
er in  it,"  will  be  all  the  rage.  Stuffed  binls,  n-al

They  belong  ti.  nearly  every  regi- 
ment, battery  and  dragoon  Ct>i  tiiuny  iuour  volun- 
teers. This  shows  a  very  small  jter  eentage  of 
sickne-s.  and  a  very  goo«l  sanitary  comlition.  We 
took  a  took  into  the  Hospital.  <>vhich  is  clean,  nent 
and  airy,  and  under  good  mam  gement.  The  Dis- 
pensary is  in  charge  of  the  Hospital  .Steward, 
John  H.  Uilli«« formerly  of  C<>.  ti,(>lli  regiment, 
who  compounds  the  jirescrii'tion  given  by  the 
Surgeon,  Dr.  Wharton,  and  s  ipervises  the  Hos- 
pital.

They  were  er^  cted  last  fall  by  the 
government,  at  a  considerable  t>.xpense.  Keyond 
them,  is  the  new  government  stable,  in  a  {><'n 
at^idning  which  are  ii»)  mule- ,  to  Ih-  u.sed  in  the 
train  wagi>ns,  of  which  then  are  about  too.  in  a 
correl.  A  weigh  house,  to  weigh  hay,  ic.  and  a 
blacksuiith  shop,  com]>lete  the  new  buildings  out- 
side. Inside  a  frame  row  ha*  Ix-en  erecteil  for 
the  ortici>s  of  headijuarters.  Tile  old  round  house 
is  now  au  onlnance  store  de|H't,and  thuold  head- 
tjuarters  house  is  usetl  as  a  d\.'elliug  tor  Colonel 
Crooks  and  staff".  It  has  Iwet  greatly  renovated. 
In  t'act,  the  old  Fort  never  looted  so  well  in  mod- 
ern years.  To  whose  lx>nefit  t  Siese  improvements 
will  enure  "when  the  war  s  over,"  is  rather 
mi.\ed.  ,*iome  say  that  the  1  nited  .States  owns 
the  premises,  while  others  assert  that  Frank 
."itet'le  owns  it,  and  has  leased  it  to  the  I'uited 
States  for  a  term  of  years.  II  iwever  this  may  be, 
we  are  sure  of  one  thing — thut  the  jH'opIe  of  the 
.State  have  a  veneration  for  this  historic  sjtof,  so 
ideutiiied  with  our  State's  infancy  and  subse- 
nueut  career,  and  they  are  ii  nanimous  that  the 
State  should  own  at  least  the  building  and  the 
site,  even  if  it  is  for  the  use  (f  some  humane  or 
educational  institute.  It  is  classical  ground, 
sacred,  almost ;  and  the  tim-'-honored  old  Fort 
should  never  be  ra/ed  toma^ie  room  for  other 
walls. 

THK  INKIAX  TKIS  >NKt:s. 

The  inclosure  which  ausweis  for  the  "prison'' 
of  the  captive  Indians,  lias  been  niove<l  from 
the  bottom  land  near  the  moi:th  of  the  Minnes- 
Ota  river,  and  is  now  located  )n  the  edge  of  the 
table  laud  about  a  mile  from  the  Fort,  towards 
Uloomiiiglon.  The  inclosure  is  a  paralellograni, 
aliuut  J<«)  feet  square,  Ix-ing  ii  fence  made  of  16 
t"eet  boards,  nailed  on  vertically.  Here  are 
:wxi  tefpi-fi,  crowded  closely  ti  gether,  so  cloie  in- 
ileed  that  there  are  only  narrow  walks  U'tween 
them,  a  id  the  visitor  must  lo.ik  to  his  step*  wrll, 
lest  he  may  tramp  on  some  if  the  innumerable 
]>appoo>es  lying  around,  or  stumble  in'o  a  "sink.'* 
Indeed,  the  cleanliness  of  tie  camp  would  be 
promoted  were  the  latter  nn  re  generally  used. 
Into  this  little  "citv"  are  cr>wiU'd  1,0)0  souls; 
and  of  course,  filth  and  degradation  are  on  every 
hand.  Not  that  the  measun  s  lor  their  comfort 
and  health  are  not  ample — for  they  are  abundantly 
fed,  and  have  plenty  of  cam]  utensils,  clothing 
&c.,  but  the  natural  filthiness  lousiness,  and  sav- 
ageness  of  their  habits  jet  prevails.  Their 
rations  of  fresh  beef,  pork,  flour,  &c.,  are  liberal 
anil  tirewood  is  also  furnished .  Altogether,  they 
fare  as  well  as  the  soldiens  en  ramiM-d  near  by. 

From  the  daily  report  of  Lii  ut.  W"m.  McKusick 
the  Supurinteadent  of  the  prisoners,  returned 
yest<>rday,  we  extract  the  nuMber  of  the  Indians, 
their  Chiefs  names,  4c. :

Of  this  number  only  aboit  lOu  are  males,  in- 
cluding the  -kfi  brought  down  m  the  Favorite,  last 
Thursday,  who  had  been  ac<iuitted  of  participa- 
tion iu  the  Red  Wood  and  Villow  Medicine  Mas- 
sacre. The  remaining  IJOi)  iiro  squaws  and  pap- 
pooscs,  in  about  equal  proportions.  The  entire 
labor  of  the  camp  devolves  upon  the  squsws. 
They  bear  enormous  burdet  s  of  wood  np  the 
st<>ep  bluff,  carrying  it  a  di.-tanco  of  p«.>rhaps  a 
mile.  A  few  days  ago  the/  were  employed  to 
unload  a  barge  of  oats,  whii  h  they  soon  execu- 
ted, and  a  day  or  two  since  buried  70  dead  army 
horses  and  mules  near  their  <  ncampment,  which 
liad  died  during  the  winter.  The  balance  of  their 
time  is  spent  in  making  moccasins,  &c.  Were  it 
not  that  the  camp  was  nece  isarily  located  near 
the  Fort — so  that  It  could  lie  well  guarded— it 
would  be  better  for  the  health  of  the  soldiers  and 
for  the  feelings  of  those  who  are  opposed  to  a 
blending  of  races,  had  it  be  )n  at  a  fp^eatcr  dis- 
tance away.  Curious  results  of  its  propin(|u!ty 
to  the  Fort  can  be  plainly  see  i,  and  the  evidences 
will  be  more  numerous,  we  a -e  informed,  during 
the  coming  summer.  The  call  <  on  the  dispensary 
for  certain  kinds  of  drugs,  too,  has  been  more 
frequent  than  otherwise.  Ittrring  this  fact,  tli^ 
prisoners  liave  b<>en  generally  quite  healthy.  A 
number  of  papposes  havedieei  during  the  winter 
of  infant ile  diseases  ,and  were  usually  burie<l  in  an 
old  Indian  burial  ground  back  of  3Iendota.  Some 
of  the  squaws  were  learning  to  read  out  of  Da- 
kota primers;  and  two  or  th  ve  had  donned  the 
pale  face's  garment.but  these  Instances  were  itew. 
They  are  becsming  civilized  v  Ty  slowly. 

INDIAN  NOTAXII  tTIE.H. 

Among  the  "  bucks"  who  w  re  stepping  around 
in  full  feather,  wa^t  Chaska,  *ho  aided  Geo.  II. 
Spencer  to  escape  during  the  massacre  at  Yellow 
Medicine.  Wa-kin-gaw-tu-wn ,  who  also  helped 
to  save  Mr.  Spencer's  lite,  bit  was  confined  on 
charge  of  aiding  in  the  murder  of  Divall,  was 
acquitted  two  or  three  days  Ince,  and  is  still  at 
the  Fort.  He  will  acconipan  /  the  e.xpvdition  aa 
a  ^cout.
